To  the  Members  of  the  Cowes  Urban  District  Council : — 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on 
the  health  of  the  District  for  the  year  1953. 

The  birth  rate  fell  from  15.1  to  13.24  and  the  death 
rate  fell  from  11.4  to  10.6. 

It  is  pleasing  to  record  that  the  Infantile  Mortality 
rate  fell  from  23.62  to  17.93. 

No  deaths  occurred  from  Measles,  Whooping  Cough, 
Infantile  Diarrhoea,  Meningitis  or  Poliomyelitis. 

Of  the  217  deaths  which  took  place  during  the  year, 
42  were  from  Cancer,  26  were  from  Strokes,  while  79  were 
from  Heart  Disease,  figures  much  the  same  as  for  the  previous 
year. 

Conditions  on  the  foreshore  at  East  Cowes  remain 
much  the  same.  Bacteriological  investigations  have  shown 
that  the  offensive  effluvia  during  warm  weather  is  not  due  to 
sewage. 

In  this  connection  it  is  interesting  to  recall  the  foll- 
owing from  the  Annual  Report  of  1902  : — 

“ The  Seaweed  nuisance  at  East  Cowes  appears  to 
be  likely  to  be  done  away  with,  a plan  having  been  put  forward 
to  fill  up  the  space  in  front  of  the  Medina  Hotel  with 
chalk  or  similar  material-  This  has  the  approval  of  the  Board 
of  Trade  and  the  Council  has  applied  to  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board  for  the  loan  of  a sum  of  money  needed  for  the 
completion  of  the  work. 
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Much  of  the  property  condemned  many  years  ago, 
and  which  but  for  the  war  would  have  long  since  been  demol- 
ished, still  stands  and  is,  in  certain  cases  occupied.  The 
Council  have  done  a great  deal  of  excellent  work  in  rehousing 
the  needy,  but  unfortunately  supply  has  been  unable  to  catch 
up  with  demand. 

One  great  obstacle  in  the  rehousing  programme  is 
the  great  increase  in  rents  necessarily  paid  for  new  houses. 

The  unfortunate  lay  out  of  the  old  time  sewers  give 
rise  to  certain  troubles  which  would  require  complete  re- 
organisation and  relaying  of  the  main  drainage  on  both  sides 
of  the  River  Medina  for  their  relief. 

The  expense  involved  is  so  gigantic  that  little  relief 
can  be  envisaged  in  this  direction  in  the  forseeable  future. 
Distress,  financial  loss  and  potential  menace  to  health  is 
caused  by  flooding  in  certain  low  lying  areas  of  the  town. 

Much  of  the  street  lighting  in  both  West  and  East 
Cowes  is  very  bad.  In  some  cases  it  is  hard  to  believe  that 
the  streets  were  less  well  illuminated  two  hundred  years  ago. 
In  certain  areas  it  is  unfit  from  the  road  lighting  point  of 
view  for  children  to  be  out  of  doors  at  night. 

From  time  to  time  the  quality  of  the  water  from  the 
Newport  Road  Reservoir  has  given  rise  to  anxiety.  It  will 
be  a great  relief  when  the  Water  Board  is  in  a position  to  cut 
out  the  use  of  the  Newport  Road  supply  entirely. 

The  position  in  regard  to  the  water  at  East  Cowes 
remains  the  same  : the  residents  are  patiently  awaiting  the 
advent  of  the  promised  new  supply  from  Carisbrooke. 

The  remarks  in  the  last  annual  report  in  respect  of 
the  conditions  at  the  Floating  Bridge  still  apply.  In  this  con- 
nection is  to  be  noted  that  one  serious  accident  has  occurred  at 
this  site  as  warned.  No  doubt  further  accidents  will  follow. 

While  the  all  round  standard  of  hygiene  in  food  shops 
and  restaurants  has  improved,  there  are  still  many  who  give 
offence.  Legal  action  against  the  offenders  is  less  powerful 


than  positive  action  by  the  offended  customers.  An  exhorta- 
tion from  this  Council  might  well  be  “ If  the  shop  is  not  clean, 
don’t  buy.” 

Food  traders  who  go  to  some  expense  to  mcdernize 
and  improve  the  hygiene  of  their  shops  are  rewarded  by  an 
increase  in  turnover  from  the  discerning  customer  and  the 
knowledge  of  the  fact  that  their  shops  are  a credit  to  the 
town.  A good  modern  food  shop  is  a great  advert,  not  only 
for  the  individual  business  but  for  the  town  itself.  Dirty, 
dingy,  dismal  shops  do  not  pay  dividends  to  anyone. 

A cyclical  outbreak  of  measles  accounted  for  820 
cases  but  only  21  cases  of  whooping  cough  were  notified,  a 
number  which  gives  no  true  picture  of  the  actual  incidence  of 
this  disease. 

Various  surveys  have  shown  that  two-thirds  to  three- 
quarters  of  the  population  suffer  from  whooping  cough  at 
some  time  in  their  lives.  No  age  is  immune,  but  about  80 
per  cent,  of  the  cases  occur  in  children  below  the  age  of  five 
years  and  about  20  per  cent,  in  the  first  year. 

Infants  contract  the  disease  very  easily  because  no 
immunity  is  transmitted  from  the  mother. 

Girls  are  slightly  more  prone  -to  the  disease  than 
boys  and  tend  to  suffer  more  severely. 

Like  most  other  infectious  diseases,  but  in  nothing 
like  the  same  proportion,  whooping  cough  mortality  has  fallen 
fairly  steadily  throughout  this  century. 

Deaths  from  whooping  cough  now  exceed  those 
from  diphtheria,  scarlet  fever,  measles  and  smallpox  put 
together,  and  in  infancy  it  is  one  of  the  commonest  fatal 
infections.  The  mortality  is  usually  highest  in  March  and 
lowest  in  October. 

In  England  and  Wales  notification  of  cases  of 
whooping  cough  became  compulsory  in  1939,  though  it  is 
probable  that  less  than  half  the  cases  that  occur  are  ever 
notified. 
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Whooping  cough  may  leave  the  lungs  badly  dama- 
ged but  evidence  of  such  damage  may  be  delayed  for  months 
or  years  after  the  infection. 

It  has  been  stated  that  children  lose  more  days  from 
school  per  case  than  from  any  other  communicable  disease,  and 
with  none,  apart  from  poliomyelitis,  is  the  risk  of  permanent 
damage  so  great. 

It  will  be  seen  then,  that  whooping  cough  is  by  no 
means  a trivial  childhood  disorder. 

Fortunately  there  is  now  available  a vaccine  which 
will  diminish  the  incidence  and  severity  of  this  disease. 

The  results  of  the  Medical  Research  Council  trial 
carried  out  between  1946  and  1950  were  briefly  as  follows: — 

In  all,  7,558  children  had  been  inoculated — 3,801 
with  whooping  cough  vaccine,  and  3,747  with  a control. 

The  two  groups  were  otherwise  similar  in  every 

respect. 

Only  149  vaccinated  children  developed  whooping 
cough  compared  with  687  of  the  unvaccinated,  a reduction  of 
the  incidence  of  the  disease  of  78  per  cent.  Of  those  who 
developed  whooping  cough,  three-quarters  of  the  inoculated 
children  had  mild  attacks,  but  three-quarters  of  the  uninocu- 
lated had  attacks  of  moderate  or  greater  severity. 

The  point  has  now  been  reached  when,  provided 
vaccines  of  proved  efficacy  are  used,  the  routine  immunisation 
of  babies  against  whooping  cough  can  be  confidently 
recommended.

The  swimming  pool  water  at  Gurnard  Pines  Holiday  Camp 
was  subjected  to  regular  analysis  and  was  found  to  be  satis- 
factory. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

Routine  cleaning  and  maintenance  of  sewers  has  been 
carried  out  together  with  inspection  and  repair  of  outfalls  at 
suitable  tides.

The  Infantile  Mortality  rate  was  17.9  per  1,000  registered 
live  births,  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  being  26.8. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

Refuse. 

Refuse  is  collected  daily  from  the  town  shopping  area  and 
weekly  from  the  remainder  of  the  District. 

The  amount  collected  per  week  varies  slightly  according  to 
the  season,  but  the  total  for  the  year  remains  fairly  constant. 

Council  Refuse  Tips  and  Sewage  Beds  kept  under  supervision 
and  treated  when  necessary. 

Sewers  treated  regularly  as  per  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries  instructions. 
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HOUSING. 


Two  hundred  and  thirty-three  houses  were  inspected  under 
the  Public  Health  and  Housing  Acts,  1936,  and  as  a result, 
various  defects  were  found  to  exist. 

Two  hundred  and  twenty-five  premises  have  been  put  into  a 
fit  state  of  habitation  by  preliminary  notices,  leaving  eight 
houses  where  repairs  have  not  been  completed. 

Four  “Statutory  Housing  Notices”  under  Section  11  were 
served  during  the  year  on  four  properties,  the  undertakers 
giving  notice  that  these  premises  would  not  be  used  for 
human  habitation. 

One  “Statutory  Public  Health  Notice”  (Section  39) 
was  served  on  the  owner  of  property  where  defective  drainage 
existed.  Owing  to  the  non-compliance  with  the  notice,  steps 
were  taken  by  the  Local  Authority  to  do  this  work  and  costs 
were  received  from  the  owner. 

Five  hundred  and  fifteen  visits  were  paid  to  Council 
houses  and  Council  property  and  these  generally  were  found 
to  be  maintained  in  a satisfactory  condition.  During  the 
year  the  number  of  houses  built  was  made  up  as  follows : —

ICE  CREAM. 


Continued  supervision  of  the  manufacturers  and  retailers  of 
Ice  Cream  has  been  maintained  and  the  products  controlled 
by  the  weekly  samples  of  Ice  Cream.  All  samples  of  Ice 
Cream  which  did  not  come  up  to  Grade  1 standard  were 
followed  up  and  the  cause  found  and  remedied. 

There  is  only  one  manufacturer  and  eighty-three  retailers  of 
Ice  Cream  and  with  a few  exceptions  all  Ice  Cream  is  sold 
prepacked. 

During  the  year  42  samples  of  Ice  Cream  were  procured 
and  submitted  to  the  Pathologist,  Royal  I.W.  County  Hospital 
for  examination  and  were  found  to  be  satisfactory.

All  animals  are  slaughtered  at  Government  controlled

All  food  shops  and  restaurants  have  been  inspected  and 
visited  at  various  times  of  the  day  and  the  conditions  gener- 
ally noted  were  found  to  be ; an  improvement  in  handling  of 
food,  and  the  cleanliness  of  the  persons  employed  therein. 

Works  Canteens  and  Holiday  Camps  Canteens  and 
Kitchens  also  have  special  attention  particularly  regarding 
washing  up  of  utensils  and  storage  and  preparation  of  food- 
stuffs, and  staff  are  instructed  in  the  principles  of  hygiene. 

Special  attention  is  also  paid  to  seasonal  catering  establish- 
ments particularly  those  where  refreshments,  etc.,  are  served 
from  the  beaches. 

No  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  from  these  parti- 
cular premises.
